ALLEGED IMPERSONATION. 
A Dead Man's Property. 


Li Fuk, the non of Li Choi, alias Li Ting 
Pon, from whom ho inhorited certain pro- 
perty in Hongkong, died in Canton in 
November, 1901, and by his will appolnted 
his mother Cheang Shi, alias Li Cheung 
Bhi, executrix, Almost five years later, 
April 27, 1908, probate of the will was 
granted to Cheung Shi, but it wae sub- 
sequently discovered that during the pra- 
vious month a mortgage hed been register- 
ed against tha property. which was 4 
house in Wing Lok Street, in favour of 
Ma Fu San.

‘Neither’ side would give 
way and at -Isst tho matter was 
placed in the handsof solicitors, with tha
